One day during World war n, Mra. Robert 
P, Patterson asked her huibnnd; then assist- 
ant secretary ol war, to find out where their, 
soldier aan was stationed. They had heard 
nothing from' him for several months, and 
were worried. 

Patterson refused to make a special Inquiry. 
He told his wife he would not seek any in- 
. formation that was not equally available to 
every other father of a soldier. 

Nothing could better Illustrate the com' 
plate Integrity ot thi* man who nerved his 
country 10 valiantly in war and after. His 
death lrw»n.nlr crash near New York Is a deep 
loss for all Americans. 

In World war I hcjwona djstljngulahed^serv^ 
Ice cross for leading a daylight pa~trof against 
two German machlncgun nests and stayed 
behind to cover his men's retreat. 

Twice he wu cited in "general orders" and 
he received the sliver star for "gallant" con- 
_duot He was wounded when he walked 
through enemy fire to direct his men to cover, 
yet he never wanted to talk about his oom- 
— bat days. 



After the war he practiced law until Presi- 
dent Hoover named him a federal Judge in 
Hew York. But his Interest In army affairs 
never flagged. 

In July, 1040. ' President Roosevelt' wired 
htm to otter him tha assistant secretaryship 
__of_war. When the message was delivered, 
Patterson was doing KP as part of his reserve 
officers' refresher course at Plattsburg, N. Y. 

With characteristic humility he said: "They 
could get a better man, but If they want me, 
ril accept." 

— Patterson-aerred-in-that-poat-nndBr'Seoc 
retary of. War Henry L. Btlmson, himself a 
devoted and able public servant. 
But Stlmson by that time was in his 70's,
